OCTAGONAL PLANCHETS 


I received a report ona possible die variety on Nome B-17a, The 
Columbia, Good for one Drink. The number of rays on the ob- 
verse of the token varies. Upon examination, it appears to be 
just a filled die. Another example ofa filled die on a token is the 
Nome Polet Stores green fiber $1 token. Some are found with a 
filled “R” in stores. 


The rays seem to alternate between large and small rays. The “missing” ray is of the 
smaller size. This probably made it easier to fill and become the missing ray. 


It was also suggested 
that different dies were 
used because the letter- 
ing locations vary in re- 
lation to the straight 
edges of the token. The 
lettering seems to rotate, 
with the three tokens 
examined all in differ- 
ent positions. The lettering itself is consistent, with the letters in the same position as 
they relate to the other letters. One has to ask what is going on here. 


Here is where I find this quite interesting, because we get into the manufacturing 
methods for this tokens! 


Current technology (my crude gold tokens excepted) uses a collar. The blank sits on 
the bottom die, with a collar around it to prevent expansion of the blank, and forcing 
the metal into the recesses of the dies. I don’t know if round tokens of this vintage 
were made this way, but it seems likely this octagonal token was broadstruck (without 
a collar). 


It appears as though these tokens were struck without a collar, and no effort was made 
to consistently align the blank so that the lettering would be in the same position in

relation to the flat edges of the planchet. Really there was no need to try to position the blank in a consistent 
manner. Not doing so would in no way hinder the usefulness of the token. 


But we have a nice beaded border, so how can that be? 


The planchets used had already been prepared with that border. The planchet was then struck with typical 
round dies. Evidence of this can be seen in the round depressions on both sides of the token. These depres- 
sions would be the diameter of the circular dies. 


Without a collar, the planchet could expand non-uniformly. I don’t have documentation for this, but I do 
seem to recall other octagonal tokens that did not have uniform dimensions, measured flat to flat or point to 
point, and wondering if I should use the larger size or the smaller size (usually less than a millimeter) when 
reporting the dimensions. 


Another example of planchets being made with a beaded border is the “Yukon Cigar” 
token examined in the June/July 2000 issue on page 40. On this token, the lettering 
“Good for one cigar” was applied with one punch, and “Yukon” was applied with a 
second punch. 


Benice shows a date for the Columbia token as 1901 to 1905. It would be interesting to examine other 
tokens of this vintage that are not round and have beaded borders to see if this same minting technique was 
used. 


POLET STORES, NOME MALAMUTE SALOON 
This information has made my old price lists, but not 


the newsletter. I thought it a good idea to get it in ~ 
here before I lose it. 


George Rietzel had the coin shop in Fairbanks when 
I got here in 1974. He had a small quantity of Polet 
store tokens, all the fiber varieties. I was looking 
through our tokens recently, and found a set that origi- 
nated with George, with “issued” numbers on the 
holders. I asked George if he remembered where he 
got those numbers, but he did not. Come on, its only

I have a healthy skepticism for attribution of maverick tokens. George the Greek is about as 
maverick as you can get. But there is sufficient evidence to attribute it to Juneau. As an 
added bonus, it is another octagonal planchet struck with a round die like we examined in 
the last issue. 


Dug up in Juneau, the eBay seller attributed it to George Kyrage. An internet search shows 
that he was known as “George the Greek.” The token was bid up to $1,125 on eBay.

It appears that he was a bartender in 1902 (the 1903 Gazetteer), and was at least peripher- 
ally connected to prostitution: 


“In October of 1902, Mrs. Fred Rassmussen was busted for running a whorehouse in Ju- 
neau. The place was licensed to well-known bartender George Kyrage, but Fred Rassmussen actually 
owned the Peerless Saloon, where the prostitution arrest took place.” (Good Time Girls of the Alaska- 
Yukon Gold Rush, Lael Morgan, 1998). 


In 1906, he took a crew into McGinnis Creek and stayed until January 1907. He was the 
agent for Mansfield gold at the same time he was proprietor of the Juneau Hotel. 


So, of what use were these tokens to George the Greek? The fabrication indicates that they 
are fairly early. One guess, and only a guess would be as a bartender’s token, good for a 
drink when that bartender is serving. Or, if you really want to get speculative... As a 
bartender in a place busted for prostitution, this could have been given to a “John,” and it 
would serve as an introduction to the prostitute and provide a commission for the bartender. 


Don’t this just make you wish time travel were possible! 
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EDITOR’S COMMENTS 


This is sort of a quick issue to try to get back on 
schedule. Hopefully, March will be on time. Or, it 
may be one of my months off. We shall see. 


The big surprise of the month was “George the Greek” 
selling for $1,125 on eBay. Quite the price for a mav- 
erick. While originally skeptical, I was shown enough 
information, and found more on-line to convince me 
that attribution to Juneau is accurate. 


An Anchorage gold nugget token sold for $2,600, 
while another with a loop added sold for $512.25. 
Modern prison tokens from Eagle River, Kenai and 
Palmer did surprisingly well. 


I have made another gold token, and it is the first to 
use the new collar. Not all my 1 DWT tokens will 
use the collar, but with both dies of the token having 
punched in letters, this helps in getting a better strike. 
Now I just have to strike them consistently, and harder 
with a heavier hammer! 


There are lots of military challenge coins this issue. 
This is where the emailed PDF really shines. If you 
have subscribed to receive the printed version, I can 
offer a $10 credit or refund if you cancel your printed 
subscription and opted for the emailed PDF.

NEW AND IMPROVED COLLAR 


Previously I have expressed my frustration with try- 
ing to make a collar. Single piece collars have worked 
poorly as the tokens get jammed, and usually dam- 
aged when removing. 


Dean Erickson of Erickson Automatics, Isanti, MN 
(a machining business) had been in the store in Au- 
gust of 2010 and purchased one of my tokens. He 
liked it so much that he emailed when he got back 
home and offered his services should I need them. 
At the time I declined as I wanted to keep it simple, 
with things that I could do. 


Using what I have read about coining, I designed a 
simple collar device, comprised of a two piece collar 
that sets into a plate of steel. The two pieces allows 
the token to be easily removed. 


With this newly designed collar, I contacted Dean to 
see if this was some thing could do, and would he be 
willing to do it. He graciously consented, and put his 
employee, Gary Yost to the task. 


The arrival of the collar apparatus prompted another 
session of educating myself, and fortunately, a fairly 
short learning curve. 


When it first arrived, I tried to place the two collar 
pieces into the plate. The tolerances are so tight that 
they have to be set into the hole in the plate exactly 
right. There is no wiggle room. This was so much of 
a “hassle” that I am thinking that this is going to be a 
pain in the a.... 


The first few trials were accomplished, with me 
“fighting” (but not forcing) the collars to get them 
into position. But then, in a moment of inspiration, I 
set the die into the spacing plates (below the collar 
plate so the die is about midway in the collar). Then, 
I set the collars around the die. I then set the plate 


“ws one 
down over the collars. Presto. Just like it was meant 
to be. Lastly, the upper die is put in place, ready to 
strike. This progression can be seen in the photos on 


the above. 


The use of this new collar has added another step in 
die preparation. When the lettering is punched into 


12 


the die, the die face expands slightly. The die face 
end must be sanded back down to its original size (or 
slightly smaller) to fit into the collar. 


After striking, the collar is removed from the plate. 
The token usually sticks to one half of the collar, but 
is easily removed without damage. 


AND A NEW TOKEN 


Fort Knox Mine is an open pit hardrock mine about 
30 miles north of Fairbanks. In 2011, they celebrated 
their 5 millionth ounce poured, and had 1 oz. gold 
medals made from gold from the bar that contained 
the 5 millionth ounce. 


I have melted one of these gold medals and made 19 
- | DWT tokens. If demand warrants, I will melt 
another medal. 


This gold token represents several firsts for my gold 
tokens: 

First .999 fine gold token. 

First token from a hard rock mine. 

First token using the new collar. 

First commemorative. 


These are priced at $120, postpaid. 


We also have available, at a special price, a limited 
number of the one ounce silver medals with gold re- 
lief, issued by Fort Knox Mine. We normally have 
only 1 or 2 on hand, but recently purchased six over 
the counter and can sell them for $60 plus $5 ship- 
ping per order.

I have 
got personal confirmation from old timers in Palmer, 
that they came from the Evans Jones Mine workers. 
I suspect they are from the 50s or early 60s. I haven’t 
tried to do any time at the Anchorage newspaper ar- 
chives. I have had some suspicion that the Coal Dol- 
lar stickers may have been used on a broader basis in 
the U.S., as I have seen them for sale by various deal- 
ers around the country.”

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DEEP FREEZE RELIGIOUS MEDALS 


This month’s lead article on Antarctic challenge coins 
prompted me to do a bit of research on “Operation 
Deep Freeze” religious medals. Information on these 
has appeared occasionally in this newsletter. I have 
seen at least ten distinctly different medals. They were 
issued in both Protestant and Catholic versions. 


My recent research has shed a little light on these 
medals, primarily the Catholic version. 


“Lt. G.g.) John C. Condit will be the first Roman 
Catholic priest to spend a winter in the Antarctic. Lt. 
Condit will winter over at Hut Point with the Sea 
Bee detachment. He plans to construct “Our Lady of 
the Snows” ice grotto and chapel as part of the 34- 
building colony at Hut Point. To date Lt. Condit has 
performed four baptisms on the expedition.” 


(USNC-ICY Antarctic Office Operations Report; 
Antarctic Status Report No. 4, February 10, 1956). 


Our Lady of the Snows Shrine 


“Farther up the trail from Hut Point lies Our Lady 
of the Snows Shrine. The Shrine is dedicated to 
Richard T. Williams, US Navy — Seabees, who 
lost his life at McMurdo Sound on January 6, 
1956 during initial construction of McMurdo 
Station.” 


“In 1958, Navy chaplain Lt. Leon Darkowski, took 
part in Operation Deep Freeze II. Before leaving for 
the Antarctic, Father Darkowski had a medal of Our 
Lady of the Snows struck and distributed to Catholic 
Seabees who placed themselves under the protection 
of Our Lady at a Mass in the Quonset Naval Air Sta- 
tion chapel, North Kingston, R.I.”

Cardinal Spellmen must have been inspired by this 
medal, as later medals bear his name and “Christmas 
Blessings.” Some are undated, while others are dated 
1963. 


These medals were made for Deep Freeze II 1957- 
58, Deep Freeze III 1957-58, Deep Freeze IV 1958- 
60, Deep Freeze 1962, Deep Freeze 1963, and Deep 
Freeze (undated). The 1962 medal is the “odd man 
out” as it does not have Our Lady of the Snows, and 
combines a Catholic motif (St. Christopher?) with 
the Protestant version of the medal.

OLD TOKEN DIE 


We have recently purchased a 
small lot of old tokens dies. Some 
of them are really cool, and I am 
plotting an interesting use for 
them. No, I will not be restrik- 
ing any tokens. I only have one 
pair that matches, and frankly, the 
token is too common to make re- 
striking it worthwhile. 


The cool dies are shown to the 
right. They are, respectively 
Blackwell/Rowdy, Valdez B-2a, 
and St. Michael, R.J. Negus, B-la 
and B-1b. The dies are in quite nice 
shape, but not perfect. 


If all goes according to plan, I will buy .999 fine 1 oz. gold blanks for Rowdy, and have a good die cut. The 
Negus dies will be part of my native gold series, using Bering Sea Gold. 


In the meantime, sets of the three tokens are available in silver on a special order basis. Each set contains 
about 1.5 ounces of silver and are countstamped “AG” on the reverse. These are labor intensive (I can only 
get 3 large tokens per ingot that I pour). I just don’t want to go to the effort of making too many. The tokens 
are the approximate thickness of the proposed gold token. Terms of sale are as follows: 1) Send no money 
now. Just tell me you want a set, and I will make it at the next available opportunity, usually the next 
weekend. 2) When finished, I will send to subscribers on approval. You can pay upon receipt. 3) If you 
have an ongoing collection of gold tokens, I can match your serial number for this set. The price is $100 per 
set postpaid. 


On a lesser expensive note... 


I looked at another die and thought that I recognized 
it. So I went to my tokens, and dug out a 10 cent 
token. I manipulated it a bit, and it “snapped” right 
into place in the die. 


This die was used to strike the Gambell and Savoonga 
Reindeer Commercial Co. 10¢ tokens, and I think 
other tokens, like P.E. Harris, Hawk Inlet. 


The die is shown enlarged, with a uniface silver press- 
ing next to it. The silver token is a bit smaller than the 
original because I did not have a disc cutter to match.

These are available for $20 plus $5 shipping, and includes one each of the Gambell and Savoonga 10¢ 
tokens. If you order this with the 3 piece set above, I will hold it for you and ship all together postpaid. 


In the months to come, I will be making pressings from the other dies that I have.

FANATIC 


J.W. Terrill contacted the seller of the New Lincoln 
Bar and Cape Nome Pharmacy tokens (see prices 
realized on page 19) to see how they were acquired. 


“No Metal detector was used. Just hours spent walk- 
ing the beaches looking for anything of interest. All 
the coins I have were found on the east end of town, 
between Swanbergs Dredge and the Nome River. 
Most right in front of the Dredge and town at low 
tide. The coins were found between 1994 and 2000, 
but can’t tell you the exact dates as I never kept track. 
Didn’t do much beach combing after that because 
after the mouth of the Snake River was moved and 
the Port was built it changed the tides and what is 
found out there. 


A FEW INTERESTING ITEMS

In the 1970s and 1980s, Danish sculptor Anders Nyborg designed a series of very large medals for the 
Scandinavian countries and territories - Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Finland, Aland Island, Faroe Islands, 
Iceland, Greenland and Spitzbergen (Svalbard). They were made produced by Kultateollisuus of Finland 
and are some of the finest medallic art of the time. 


Show above at full size is one of my favorites, commemorating the 50th anniversary of the Svalbard treaty, 
granting sovereignty to Norway. This medal depicts a coal miner and drill, in very deep relief on the obverse 
and the barren coast with a lonely cabin on the reverse. It is struck in bronze, 70mm in diameter, and up to 
10mm thick. 


One of the clauses in the treaty allows any country to mine coal, and both Norway and the U.S.S.R. (now 
Russia) had mines there. The Norwegian company issued scrip (currency) while the Russian company 
issued scrip and tokens.

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THANE, ALASKA 


Kaye Dethridge 
reprinted from Bingle Babble 
April 1969. 


Several interesting old tokens are listed from Thane, Alaska. Thane, a small community 
about four miles south of Juneau, was called Sheep Creek until 1914. Historically, Joe 
Juneau and Richard Harris shot several mountain “sheep” at the headwaters of the five mile 
long creek, hence the name Sheep Creek. There are no sheep in the vicinity, so they prob- 
ably shot goats, which are plentiful here. 


The basin surrounding this beautiful stream is about five hundred feet above sea level. The 
first mining claims were staked there in 1881. Two of the largest mines were the Silver 
Queen and the Glacier, located about five hundred feet above the basin floor. The operation 
of these mines was taken over by the Nowell Co., who added twenty stamps to the ten stamp 
mill and built a wharf near the mouth of the creek. A hydro-electric plant was added in 1910. 


The operation really began to accelerate it’s growth when it became the Alaska Gastineau 
Mining Company in 1911, and Bart Thane was made General Manager and Superintendent. 
Mr. Thane had first come to Alaska about 1900 to work at the Sumdum mine, further south. 
The smaller mines and claims in the area were acquired by the expanding A.G.M. Co. by the 
end of 1912. 


The annual report for the year 1913 shows a total of 22,137 feet of tunnel driven. Combined 
club and dining room seating five hundred men, six rooming houses, twenty-four cottages, a 
general store, warehouses, machine shops, carpenter shop and various other buildings were 
listed in the report. These installations were located around Sheep Creek where it empties 
into Gastineau Channel, and along the beach. Portal Camp, in the basin around the actual 
site of the mine, also had bunk houses and other buildings. The ore was hauled from the 
mines to the mill over a tram about a mile long. 


By the end of 1914 most of the construction of the A.G.M. Co. was complete, including 
Salmon Creek dam (about three miles north of Juneau), and upper and lower Salmon Creek 
power houses. Construction of a power house at Annex Creek was begun in 1914 and 
finished in 1915. The town name was changed to Thane and the post office was opened 
February 12, 1914. 


Rising costs of the operation following World War I made it necessary to shut down. In the 
early 1930s the entire holding of the A.G.M. Co. was sold to the Alaska Juneau Gold Mining 
Co. They continued the operation until, again rising costs due to World War II forced them 
to close the mine in 1944. 


Today the Alaska Juneau Gold Mining Co. is called Alaska Juneau Industries and operates 
the power lines which run through Sheep Creek basin from the power house at Annex Creek. 
This supplies part of the electricity for the Juneau area. 


A.J. Industries burned most of the old houses in Thane in 1965. The machine shop is still 
standing and is used for boat storage. The general store and one of the warehouses, built on 
pilings on the beach are still intact. The main office of the AGM. Co. still survives, com-

I also found a copy of an order A.G.M. Co. sent to 
the Pacific Coast Stamp Works in Seattle. This or- 
der was placed by the A.G.M. Co. for the Juneau 
Billiard Co., who wanted fifteen hundred 12%¢ alu- 
minum tokens and five hundred $1.00 aluminum to- 
kens. As far as I know the 12'4¢ is R8 (two known) 


and the $1.00 is unknown. 


Editor’s Note: Please note that this article was writ- 
ten in 1969, and some things have changed.

TWIGS ALASKAN GIFTS 


I acquired this wood recently, then checked the 
internet to see if the Gift Shop had a website. Sure 
enough it did! So I emailed the owner and asked a 
number of questions. Shortly thereafter, I received a 
very nice email with all my questions answered. 


Twigs first acquired the contract for the Gift Shop at 
Fairbanks International Airport in 1996. They then 
purchased 3,000 of these wooden tokens. The to- 
kens were all given out during 1996-1997 to travel 
agencies and various other groups to distribute to their 
customers and supporters. 


At that time, the Gift Shop could be visited before 
going through security. However, with new security 
issues and the resultant remodelling of the Fairbanks 
International Airport, the Gift Shop is now only ac- 
cessible to those travelers who have purchased tick- 
ets and who have been cleared through security. 


These woods were a one time only promotion. Color 
of the ink on both sides is black. The size is the 
standard 1.5 inches, or 38mm. 


My sincere thanks go to Kathy of Twigs Gift Shop 
for sending me the above information. 


NORTHERN CIGAR STORE 


I had not made a token for the Fairbanks Coin Club 
for a couple years. The purchase of the Alaska token 
dies mentioned in the last issue provided just such 
an opportunity. 


The die for the Northern Cigar Store from Fairbanks 
was the perfect mate for a Fairbanks Coin Club re- 
verse. 


The die was heavily corroded. I sanded it as much as 
I dared with 600 grit paper. Corrosion is still appar- 
ent on the tokens. 


These were minted using my screw press, without a 
collar. Using a collar did not enhance the strike, and 
it was easier just to broadstrike them. 


The tokens are struck in pure silver. They are 19mm 
to 20mm in diameter, and weigh just over 1/10 oz. 


Paid up members received a token with their mem- 
bership number counterstamped below the date. 


Unnumbered examples are available for $12 post- 
paid from Alaska Rare Coins. 


We still have a few of the 2010 Fairbanks Coin Club 
tokens available. These are 1/10 ounce .999 silver. 
They are priced at $12 postpaid. 


If you order both 2010 and 2012 tokens, the price 
would be $22 postpaid. 


SLATE CREEK SILVER 


I have purchased more silver from Slate Creek, Ram- 
part Mining District. The catch is that it is not from 
the same claim, but from an adjacent claim. I now 
have three more sets, including gold token, silver to- 
ken and a silver nugget, available for $145, post- 
paid.

FOOD STAMP TOKENS 


Recently food stamp tokens have been bringing high 
prices on eBay. I thought it might be interesting to 
do a brief analysis of these sales. 


Tokens have been offered from Kongiganak, 
Kwetheluk, Goodnews Bay, Quinhagak, Kotzebue, 
Delta Jct., Little Diomede, and Wrangell. Tokens 
from the small villages have realized as much as $255, 
while Delta Jct. and Wrangell only brought $60 and 
$78.50. “Only” is relative only in how it relates to 
the other prices realized.

There is a limited number of bidders. Maximum 
number of unique bidders on any of the above lots 
was three.

In conclusion, there appears to be strong bidding for 
tokens from the smaller villages, but with a limited 
number of bidders.

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A DIFFERENT KIND OF WEALTH 


Before contact with the Russians, Alaska’s native people did not have money, an abstract 
form of wealth. While some items are considered primitive money (beads, shells, blan- 
kets, copper), these really were trade items. These items were an outward symbol of wealth, 
and played a central part in the Potlach, a ceremony common to southeast and interior 
Alaska. 


In southeast Alaska, the native people were “warlike,” as evidenced by the opposition to 
the Russians. Their potlaches appear to be to express one’s status over a rival group. In the 
interior, the potlaches appear to serve the function of binding groups together. This is an 
over-generalization. A more detailed examination of the potlach is beyond the scope of 
this newsletter. 


At a potlach, the host makes a great display of his wealth by giving it away and sometimes 
destroying it. The gifts can include all of the items noted above, and in later times also 
rifles. 


The most widely known “primitive money” was the tinnah or copper. 


“Another way to make a great showing in front of rivals is to 
break a “copper” worth thousands of blankets. This is a chal- 
lenge to the other House to destroy a “copper” also. After mak- 
ing a speech about the name of the “copper” and just how many 
thousands of blankets it is worth, the host will break off a cor- 
ner of the “copper” and maybe throw it into the fire to melt. If 
he wants to make even a bigger show, he can break the “cop- 
per” in half and throw it away or throw the whole thing into the 
ocean. If the “copper” is completely destroyed, the thousands 
of blankets used to buy it are lost forever. That is why it is such 
a great thing to do. The other House is then disgraced, unless 
they destroy a “copper” worth at least as much. The other Chief 
might even run home, get his “copper,” come back, and destroy 
it in front of everyone by cutting it into pieces or by throwing it 
way out into the deep waters of the ocean.”! 


The value in blankets is expressed in the wool blankets known as Hudson Bay Company 
blankets. 


“Blankets are given away at all potlaches. They are the most numerous gifts, and it is not 
uncommon for three hundred or four hundred blankets to be given away at one time. Classed 
in two types, blankets are either considered “high-priced” or “standard.” High-priced blan- 
kets are thick, white wool ones in the Hudson’s Bay Company style. Prestigious and 
charged with emotion, real HBC blankets are rare, and only a few are given away to those 
people who have had a special relationship to the person being honored at the potlach. And 
they are given away in a more public display preceding the distribution of other gifts. It is 
also said that some of the value ascribed to HBC blankets stems from the fact that they 
were the first to be used in the potlach.”” 


Another blanket of more significant value is the Chilkat Dancing Blanket. These are made 
from mountain goat wool and cedar bark.

Society of Medalists, 86th issue, 1972 
Showing a Chilkat Dancing blanket in the backgound 


“The Chilkat weavings were symbols of great wealth. 
To own them endowed a chief with great prestige; to 
give them away even greater glory, for only the 
wealthiest of chiefs could afford to dispense with such 
valuable items. If a Dancing Blanket was given in 
potlach and if there was no chief of high enough rank 
to receive it, the blanket might be cut into strips and 
distributed to a number of persons of prestige. These 
greatly coveted strips were taken home and made into 
ceremonial garments such as aprons, leggings, hats, 
or bags. Occasionally, the strips of one blanket would 
be reassembled to form a shirt...Generally speaking, 
there was little attempt to match the designs in 
“notlach” garments.”? 


Trade between southeast and the interior is demon- 
strated by the coppers in southeast and dentalium 
shells in the interior. Dentalium shells are harvested 
on the coast of British Columbia and are traded up 
the coast into the interior. Copper comes from the 
Copper River region and is traded south into south- 
east. 


“Dentalium shells derive from short tusk-shaped mol- 
lusks found in the waters of the Northwest Coast. 
As symbols of wealth and prestige, they are highly 
valued by many Athapaskan groups both in Canada 
and Alaska. 


“During the fur trade, dentalium became symbolic 
wealth obtained by leading men through their man- 
agement and control of trade. Unlike other types of 
property, the shells were not shared or redistributed, 
but displayed as symbols of individual status and 
handed down from generation to generation. 
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“Today Tananacross people see dentalium shells not 
only as symbols of prestige but also of affection. One 
young man said that parents express their love by 
sewing shells on their children’s clothing or giving 
them necklaces.’”? 


With the arrival of white traders, beads became avail- 
able. 


“Historically, beads were displayed in long strings 
worn around the body or sewn on clothing. When a 
particularly prominent person died, strings of beads 
were broken by beating them against a building or 
tree in honor of the deceased. Those beads not bro- 
ken were picked up by people “who had the right,” 
that is the paternal relatives of the deceased.” 


Years ago, a very large and valuable beaded head- 
dress was stolen from the University of Alaska Mu- 
seum. I did not date this photo (a scan of a photo- 
copy), but it is circa 1975 from a newspaper article. 
I don’t know if it was ever recovered. 


In the interior potlach, rifles and cash are now also 
given as gifts. 


“Although many people, particularly the elders, know 
the symbolic value of the objects discussed in this 
chapter, not everyone places the same value on 
potlach gifts or their distribution. There are those

who view the objects simply in terms of cash value 
alone and....sell them at the first opportunity. But 
this attitude is not an issue in the Native community 
because people need cash to live. Other people asso- 
ciate the objects and their distribution with individual 
power and prestige, and they involve themselves in 
activities, including potlatches, because they can 
profit either socially or economically. To this end, 
these people will, for example, manipulate situations 
either through aggressive behavior or through super- 
natural means to enhance their individual position. 
This sort of activity is considered self-centered and 
irresponsible.”

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GRANDUC MINE 


Last year we had a short article about the Granduc 
Mine near Stewart, BC and Hyder, Alaska. This 
medal popped up on eBay and I found it interesting. 


The obverse shows a driller and has the legend Hard 
Metals (Canada) Ltd. The reverse bears the legend 
“Tam a World Tunnel Champ / Granduc / Mines / 
Stewart, B.C. / 1968.” As you will recall from the 
article, the tunnelers working on the mine set records 
for tunneling - best single day advance and fastest 
mile. 


This medal exhibits doubling on the reverse. It is quite 
extreme, and makes one wonder how it happened. If 
it was a coin, and many dies were needed, I would 
say that it is die doubling. Unfortunately, I would 
guess that only one die was used, eliminating the need 
for a master hub. 


The doubling is rotated clockwise, best seen in the 
enlargement of the word “CHAMP.” Where the let- 
ters overlap, there is a high point, but otherwise the 


I saw the Orth “Bit” token in an on line auction. I 
just assumed that it was struck from my “Good for a 
Bit” die. 


Upon receipt, it was obvious that the dies were dif- 
ferent. 


The next day, in the emailed newsletter “esylum,” 
Dave Schenkman presented an “8 Bit” token. I had 
seen it before but it had long since been stored in the 
memories I don’t need. It is one of those tokens in 
the “way cool” category. It features three horses 
heads (with bits in their mouth) and five “bits” along 
the rim, for a total of 8 Bits. Which equals $1.

We do not know the final mintage, but feel safe to say it was 
quite low. 


Price 
is $1,750 for the three piece set, postpaid to U.S. address. Shipment to Canada will require additional 
postage.

NEW YUKON POSTCARD BOOK 


It is always fun to receive a new book on collectibles. It does not have to be an area 
that I collect. Invariably, there is some information that is of interest or even of use. A 
History and Directory of Yukon Postcards, 1897-1942 by Ken Elder is no exception. 
It is exciting to find a book that so closely ties in with our special interest. 


Starting with an historical overview of the Klondike gold rush, he quickly progresses 
to short sketches about the publishers. After that, Mr. Elder gives detailed business 
histories from their inception to their demise. 


These business and personal histories of the people involved are highly detailed. Six 
firms make up the major publishers, all but one in Dawson. The Dawson merchants 
are followed from location to location on detailed city maps. 


What is of particular interest to token collectors are the detailed personal and busi- 
ness histories of Kilgore & Landahl, Smith’s Book Store and John Zaccarelli. All 
issued tokens, and in some cases, gave rise to other token issuers in other locations. 
Smith’s Bookstore, you ask? One must ask what it was before it was Smith’s Book- 
store. 


The book is illustrated throughout with photos of the people and businesses, as well 
as many of the postcards listed. Advertisements and articles from newspapers are 
reproduced, re-typed, providing easier reading than photocopies of the original ver- 
sions.

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PALACE CIGAR STORE 


In the summer of 1990, two bottle diggers unearthed a cache of tokens at Cleary. We reported on 
this find in the April-May 1991 issue. This hoard contained tokens of Eddie Willis and “Fritz” of 
Cleary and Chatanika, W.A. & H. of Dyea, Kilgore & Landahl of Dawson, and Palace Cigar Store, 
attributed to Fairbanks by Fernald and McDowell in “Rubles to Statehood,” 1965. 


The newly published book, “A History and Directory of Yukon Postcards 1897- 
1942” provides a new and what I believe to be a more accurate attribution. 


The Palace Cigar Store also carries the name “A. Smith.” It is bi-facial, meaning 
that both sides are the same. The above mentioned book states: 


“Alvah Smith, founder of the business known initially as the Palace Cigar Store (later as the Palace 
Book Store and Smith’s Book Store), came to Dawson in 1899 or 1900. The exact date of the 
establishment and location of the cigar store are unknown. A move of the store and the acquisition 
of new book stock are, however, the subject of an August 1901 Klondike Nugget article: 


“Valuable Books - Aloa (sic) Smith, proprietor of the Palace Cigar Store, has 
moved to a new location on Third (King) street opposite the N.C. Co.’s 

office building. Mr. Smith has gone extensively into the book business and 
has imported the most valuable stock of books ever brought into this country.” 


“Reflecting the new emphasis on the book stock, the store name was changed to the Palace Book 
Store.” 


We have a few of the Palace Cigar Store tokens left from this hoard. To put it mildly, they are all 
crap! They are all corroded from being buried for 80+ years, but identifiable. Keeping that in mind, 
if you are interested in one, please contact me. 


SOCIEDAD AUSTRAL DE MADERAS 


Sociedad Austral de Maderas (Southern Timber Co.) was located on Chiloe Island in southern 
Chile. The company was based in Quellon, at the southern tip of Chiloe Island at about 43° south. 
The steamship Chiloe, owned by the Braun-Blanchard Company of Punta Arenas brought the first 
machinery of the company in 1905. 


Sociedad Austral de Maderas became the operating company of Sociedad Explotadora de Chiloe y 
Distilatorio S.A. (Chiloe & Distilling Co.). They used a company store system, paying in tokens 
that were used in the company store, and also in private stores. 


This token is made of sandwiched vulcanite, with two yellow 
outer layers and a black inner core, 26mm. This is a hardened 
rubber similar to plastic, and was the preferred material for to- 
kens in Chile in the late 1800s and early 1900s. 
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GEORGE THE GREEK 
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Kaye Dethridge submitted these letter heads from businesses owned by George Kyrage, aka George the 
Greek. While we don’t know the actual use of the tokens, I lean towards the prostitute token theory. The 
“John” paid George. The token was given to the prostitute, and it would be redeemed with George, minus 
his commission. And what better cover than owning or managing a hotel. 


J.W. Terrill reports that the token is 27mm flat to flat, or 28.5 
point to point at the largest distance. Which bring up the ques- 
tion. How should an octagonal token be measured. I have done it 
both ways, but I prefer the largest measurement as it more accu- 
rately reflects the size of holder one must use. 


J.W. Terrill has also provided a better image of the Goodrich Bros. Nome

“Don’t take any wooden nickels” may be an old 
maxim but David Phillips, from Port Alberni, BC, 
Canada, has accepted hundreds and is looking for 
more. Mr. Phillips is one of just a few numismatists 
collecting wooden nickels made for use in the state 
of Alaska. He is the only one cataloging then. 


On Tuesday, June 5, 2012, he gave a very interesting 
overview on Alaskan wooden nicke's to the Fairbanks 
Coin Club in Fairbanks, Alaska. His collection boasts 
nicked made for and distributed by private businesses 
(some now long forgotten), churches, community or- 
ganizations, restaurants, and bars. Peak usage of these 
nickels was during pipedine construction days, the 
late 1960’s to the early 1980’s. David estimates that 
there are over 1600 different Alaskan wooden nick- 
als. His personal collection contains about 1100 of 
these. Tokens are classified as “Good For . . .” to- 
kens (good for a cup of coffee, a discount etc.) and 
as “advertising” tokens (vote for ..., buy at...). 


David's catalog contains pictures of each of his nick- 
els, obverse and reverse, and descriptive text, both 
of which are organized by city/town. Pawn shops, 
antique shops, computer web sites, and private indi- 
viduals have all been sources for his collection. Towns 
on the limited Alaskan road systen have more to- 
kens in circulation than the remote Alaskan villages 
that are accessible only by air or water. Many of the 
business “good for” tokens, Dave noted, are never 
redeemed by the holders, thus giving business own- 
ers an extra source of income. 


The talk was enjoyed by the members and guests 
present. A number of questions were asked as mem- 
bers expressed their interest in this area of numis- 
matics that was new to them.

Once again, my wife and I enjoyed a wonderful trip to 
Alaska (May 26 to June 11). The itinerary was firstly a 7 
day cruise, Vancouver, B.C. to Seward, AK, then a 11 day 
scenic drive about, Anchorage to Fairbanks, up one route 
and back another. 


The underlying objective of the trip was not only to enjoy 
the cruise, the scenery, the vastness of the north, the friend- 
liness of the people we would meet, but also to sleuth out 
more Alaska wooden nickels for my collection and cata- 


logue. 


How to find these “new to me” and/or “known but missing 
from my collection” woods involved a four point “attack:” 


1) To visit as many likely businesses and locations 
as might have had wooden nickels to promote their 
businesses, which businesses I had not visited or 
contacted before now. 

2) To visit again, businesses and locations that I knew 
had produced wooden nickels in the past, and to 
see if there were any new or different woods pro- 
duced since I had seen and acquired previously. 

3) To find and visit as many addresses/locations for 
businesses I knew about that had produced wooden 
nickels in the past, and who’s woods I do not have 
in my collection. Were these still in business? Did 
they still produce and distribute wooden nickels? 

4) To visit as many thrift stores, antique shops, flea 
markets and second hand stores as possible, to see 
what these outlets might have acquired in the way 
of wooden nickels. 


What follows is a “travelogue” of where we went and what 
we found. Only “new to me” woods will be reported and 
pictured. 


First stop - Ketchikan 


I raced around town in the few hours the cruise ship was 
docked and found: 
Rainbird Bar, O’ Dowd’s Bar, Pennyman Coin Store - 
all gone. 
The Office, The Sports Bar and The Derby all use 
plastic tokens 
Dolly’s House - stopped selling wooden nickels about 
five years ago. 
Potlatch Bar and Fat Stan’s Lounge - same woods as 
before. 


Arctic Bar is still there. Three “new to me” (modified) 
woods were acquired. 
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49’ er Bar Drink wood no longer used, but a modified wood 
is in use for beer.

From the Press Release: “This is a Catalogue 
Raisonné of the medals and emblems commissioned 
by Felicity Buranelli from 1939 to 1972. During that 
time she issued 10 medals and 2 emblems under the 
umbrella title THE MEDAL-OF-THE-MONTH- 
CLUB. This catalogue tells the story of Miss 
Buranelli and the stories of the medals she issued. 


“Her first series of medals commemorated the lives 
of the pioneers of aviation. She intended to then go 
on to additional series honoring heroes from other 
fields of endeavor in America. She never got past 
aviation. She began her to issue her Aviation series 
in 1941 with a run of four medals. The attempt at a 
monthly issue quickly faltered and she continued to 
issue medals on an intermittent basis until 1962 when 
she released her eighth medal honoring John Glenn 
and the she disbanded her club. Later she issued two 
more medals that served as memorials: one in honor 
of her brother who was an innovative aircraft designer 
and one for a Jesuit priest who had had a large im- 
pact on her life.” 


Two medals make this series interesting to Alaska 
collectors. 
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Father Bernard Hubbard was head of the geology 
department at Santa Clara University. He lead 31 
expeditions to Alaska. This 32mm bronze medal was 
issued as shown here without a loop, with a loop, 
and uniface (see ATC&PN, December 2010, page 
89). 


Also of interest to Alaska collectors is the medal is- 
sued for Brigadier General William Lendrum 
Mitchell - Billy Mitchell. This medal was also is- 
sued in about 32mm with and without a loop. 


Mitchell wrote “The Opening of Alaska, 1901-1903” 
about his experiences with the U.S. Army Signal 
Corps which built the Washington-Alaska Military 
Cable and Telegraph System. 


He was so impressed with the strategic importance 
of Alaska that in 1920 he sent the Black Wolf Squad- 
ron from New York City to Nome. This established 
the quality of the Army pilots and the importance of 
long range aviation. 


He believed that “he who holds Alaska will hold the 
world, and I think it is the most important strategic 
place in the world.” Perhaps our bureaucrats who 
want to withdrawn military assets from Alaska should 
read Billy Mitchell!

TENDERFOOT CREEK 


“The gold-placer area commonly known as the Ten- 
derfoot district lies about 60 miles southeast of 
Fairbanks and embraces the drainage basins of sev- 
eral streams tributary to Tanana River from the north. 
Richardson, a small settlement located on the bank 
of the Tanana at the mouth of Banner Creek” is “the 
supply point and telegraph station for the region. 


“Gold was first found on Tenderfoot Creek in 1905, 
and in the following four years the value of the an- 
nual gold production was probably $300,000 to 
$400,000 annually. Gold has been found for about 4 
miles along the creek. 


“The Tenderfoot placer gold is the lowest grade of 
any in the Yukon region. No assays of it are at hand, 
but it is reported to average from $12.25 to $13.50 
an ounce, the highest grade being found on the low- 
est workings of the creek.”! 


Tenderfoot Creek is in the Richardson Mining Dis- 
trict, down the highway just past Birch Lake on the 
way to Delta Junction. 


At $20 per ounce, $12.25 value indicates a fineness 
of about .6125. Even knowing that Tenderfoot had a 
low fineness, I bought an ounce. The miner said his 
assay was about 72%, with 14% silver. With a cal- 
culated fineness of about 71% after melting, and a 
burn off of over 8%, that reported 61% is looking 
pretty close!

Specific gravity: 15.5066

The three pound hammer worked well for a number 
of years, especially when using both of my original 
dies. Now that I am making at least one die, if I 
don’t hit it hard enough, I end up with a weak strike, 
especially on the “Native Gold” side. Obviously it 
called for “more power.” 


I had an old sledge hammer laying around the house. 
It had a wood handle that was warped. I cut that 
handle off at about 12 inches, and now have an 8 
pound hammer! 


This additional force (I hardly have to swing it, just 
swing it up and let gravity, plus a little arm power, do 
the rest), allows the tokens to strike up nicely. 


I did not use my collar device on this token because 
it will not work with my original “Native Gold” die. 
I will have to start work on a new native gold die so 
that I can use the collar on future issues. 


These gold tokens are available for $90, postpaid. 


Trial strikes in silver are available for $10 plus $3 
postage per order, or free shipping when purchased 
with the gold token. These are about 1/10 ounce. I 
love the freedom of not having to be exact!

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WRANGEL ISLAND 


An American island north of Siberia? Depends on 
who you ask. Likely most people you ask have never 
heard of it. 


A BBC reporter stopped in the store the other day. 
She was up at Point Hope and Barrow researching a 
story on arctic oil drilling. We got to talking, and 
were having an interesting conversation when she 
asked me if I knew anything about Wrangel Island. I 
think she was quite surprised when I said I did. 


Wrangel Island is about 100 miles north of mainland 
Siberia. It was observed by a few as far back as 1764. 
The first landing was made by the crew of the USRC 
Corwin in 1881, who claimed it for the United States. 
Russians first visited the island in 1911 and it was 
claimed by the Czar in 1916. 


Viljalmur Stefansson led the Canadian Arctic Expe- 
dition in 1914 and was marooned there for nine 
months when the Karluk was crushed in the ice. In 
1921, Stefansson sent four men and one woman, Es- 
kimo Ada Blackjack to the island to claim it for 
Canada. A relief expedition failed to reach the is- 
land and all four men died, leaving Ada Blackjack 
the sole survivor. 


Stefansson sent another expedition in 1923 comprised 
of one American and 12 Inuit (native Americans were 
not citizens of the United States at that time). This 
group was removed by the Russians in 1924, and they 
laid claim to the island. 


While the State Department has denied that the United 
States had any claims to the island, documents dated 
as early as 1974 seem to indicate that we were relin- 
quishing these claims. 


In 1924, Stefansson sold his claim to Wrangel Island 
to the Lomen Brothers. Carl Lomen purchased 
Wrangel Island with the intended purpose of extend- 
ing the boundaries of the United States. 


But alas, it was not to be. With the Soviet invasion 
of the island, U.S. claims were effectively, if not le- 
gally, extinguished. 


If you find this interesting, more information can be 
found in Stefansson’s book, The Adventure of 
Wrangel Island. There is also a chapter in Lomen’s 
book Fifty Years in Alaska (Chapter 14, pages 154- 
168). 


Many references to can be found on the net. Some 
really bizarre things! 


In an alternate universe, the Lomens did claim the 
island and establish a trading post there. I offer the 
Wrangel Island Trading Co. tokens as evidence. It is 
pressed on my manual hydraulic press on 3mm thick 
aluminum blanks. The reverse die was used on the 
Nelson Hotel token from Ketchikan (B-34b), and 
probably other Alaska tokens.

At about mile 116 of the Parks Highway, from Anchorage to Fairbanks, is a busi- 
ness establishment that defies definition. Located in the community of Trapper 
Creek, Wal-Mike’s is a general store/souvenir shop/antique store/tourist trap (the 


tourist trap is the large trap on an inside wall). 


Proprietor Mike Carpenter 
was raised in Spenard until he 
was about 15, when his parents 
moved to Rabbit Creek about 
10 miles south of Anchorage. 
In those days, Alaska was only 
about 10 minutes outside of 
Anchorage. He has been in 
Trapper Creek “since Mt. 
McKinley was a hole in the 
ground,” or about 1965, and 
has run Wal-Mike’s for about 
twenty years. 


Walmart employees frequently stop in. They find the name amusing, snap a few 
photos, and have a great souvenir to show to their fellow employees at home. 


The inside of the store is clut- 
tered with...everything. While 
I was there, one customer 
stopped in for a light bulb and 
another for propane. For ori- 
entation, the customer in the 
photo is by the front door. Dis- 
play cases shelter ivory, bone, 
jade and antler carvings, jew- 
elry, Alaska Mint medals and 
much more. A selection of 
Alaska books, both new and 
used occupy several shelves. 
An endless array of arts and 
crafts items fill every corner of 
the store. Not to be overlooked 
is a collection, otherwise 
known as store stock, of older 
products in original packaging, 
from the 90s and earlier.

walls, shelves and display cases are so packed, it is difficult to see everything, and harder to imag- 


ine one could cram more in! 


Wal-Mike’s wooden out house token is one of the 
most attractive we have seen. The design and let- 
tering appears to be burned in or lasered, rather 
than printed. These were made by Phil Koloski of 
Big Lake. Mr. Carpenter does not remember how 
many were made. He thinks only four, but this 
sounds extraordinarily low. He could not even find 
one while I was there. Let’s just say less than 10. 


A more qualified and competent reporter could have spent hours gathering more biographical in- 
formation about Mr. Carpenter and Wal-Mike’s. Perhaps he will see fit to write his autobiography 
at some time. I am sure that many would find it a worthy mini-history of Alaska. 
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HOARD ALERT 


J.W. Terrill advises that a hoard of Platinum Alaska, 
Alaska Traders tokens has entered the market. A 25¢ 
sold on eBay for $431. When he inquired about any 
more being available, he was told by the seller there 
were three more 25¢ and one 50¢. The seller found 
the buyer of the hoard, and it appears there are four 
25¢, about fifteen 50¢ and about forty $1. The per- 
son who purchased the hoard was upset because 
someone was “messing with my investment.” 


So, this is a case of buyer beware. Since the owner 
of the hoard has not volunteered any information to 
us, one must consider this hearsay - it would not stand 
up in court! However, you might want to take this 
into consideration if offered any.

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GOLDEN EAGLE, ESTER

I received a telephone call from a gentleman in Ar- 
kansas who is writing a history of the Harp family. It 
seems they are quite a large clan that has been in 
Arkansas for many generations. His research lead 
him to the token in my book issued for the Golden 
Eagle in Ester. 


He told me that William C. Harp was born on Au- 
gust 23, 1872 in Hot Springs, Arkansas. He had gone 
north as a miner (I had found him as a miner in Ester 
in directories for 1907-1911) and later operated a 
saloon. He died in September 1945 and is buried in 
Harp Cemetery in Malvern, Arkansas. His wife 
Eugenie was killed in a robbery in Fairbanks on April 
7, 1915 and is also buried in Harp Cemetery. 


I did a quick electronic newspaper search and found 
two relevant articles. The December 11, 1911 
Fairbanks Citizen mentioned that he was elected vice 
president of the Tanana Democratic Club. And the 
March 13, 1913 Fairbanks Daily Times said that 
William C. Harp, owner of the Golden Eagle Hotel 
at Ester City was in town to renew his barroom li- 
cense. From the latter article I conclude that he owned 
the business in 1912, one year earlier than I had been 
able to determine from directories when I was re- 
searching for the books. 


Needless to say, I did ask, but no family members 
have any tokens. - Ron Benice

TAYLOR, DRURY & PEDLAR 


Jim Robb forwarded a copy of Yukoner Magazine, 
Issue No. 29. Init is a nice article about Taylor, Drury 
& Pedlar by Dick McKenna. I would like to quote a 
little from this article. 


“Tn their dealings with the First Nations people, Tay- 
lor & Drury developed a trusting and lasting rela- 
tionship. They always gave a generous credit, or 
“Jawbone”, during lean periods of trapping, and it 
was a company policy to mark up furs collected by 
only 10 percent, and only to cover shipping or losses. 
As a result, Taylor and Drury were able to generate 
an industry that would provide them with a substan- 
tial customer base for their trading posts. The theory 
was that if natives received a fair price for their furs, 
they and their families would become regular cus- 
tomers at the posts. 


“The natives would have nothing to do with the 
“Queen’s” money and refused to trade their valuable 
furs for pieces of paper. To solve the problem, T & 
D’s had nice shiny brass and aluminum tokens minted 
in Ottawa; these the natives took to quite nicely. 
When a cache of these was unearthed in the 1980s, 
collectors and museums snapped them up.” 


I bought my set around that time, just before the hoard 
became known to me. I suspect it was known to the 
person that sold them to me. 


It is interesting that the brass tokens survive very well, 
but the aluminum tokens, just like the aluminum to- 
kens from Kwiguk, are all beat up, and it is hard to 
find a nice one. 


THE BRITISH CLUB (1899-1981) 


The following is from www.patbrit.org 


“The British Association of Magallanes, or “British 
Club” as it was popularly known, was founded 3rd 
May 1899. The Club’s premises were located in the 
upper floor of the former Bank of Tarapaca and Lon- 
don (now Bank of Chile), immediately adjacent to 
the Plaza, in Calle Roca [they are not open to the 
public]. Membership was restricted to British males, 
generally of the upper class. Its premises were fur- 
nished in the plush style of a gentleman’s club, com- 
plete with bar, library and billiard tables. They were 
well patronized, both by local businessmen, and by 
ranch-owners and managers on their periodic visits 
into town. 


“As the British presence in Magallanes started to de- 
cline, the Club began to admit Chileans, provided 
they spoke English. Later, Spanish-only speakers of 
British descent were also admitted. By the early 
1950s, the organization had lost its vitality, and mem- 
bership continued to dwindle. In 1981, the Bank of 
Chile closed the premises, confiscating the contents 
in lieu of arrears of rent, and the Club ceased to ex- 
ist.” 


Magallanes is an alternative name for Punta Arenas, 
Chile. 


Many don’t realize that the British have a long his- 
tory in southern South America including Patagonia 
and Tierra del Fuego. Duncan Campbell has two 
really neat websites that you might find interesting: 
www.patbrit.org/eng and www.patfotos.org/eng. The 
patfotos shows most of my Tierra del Fuego and Punta 
Arenas tokens. 


The British Association | Peso token is aluminum 
and 28.3mm in diameter. 


It is interesting to note that after never seeing a token 
from Punta Arenas on eBay, there were two listed on 
the same day, from different sellers. I was fortunate 
to buy this one. I already have the second. 
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NEW TRANSPORATION TOKENS/TICKETS 
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Ron Benice has sent in images of a pair of new cardboard transportation tokens. 


The first is for Gray Line of Juneau. The tokens are good for one fare. The booklet (51mm by 101mm) is 
printed black on blue, while the tokens (51mm by 30mm) are 
black on orange. 


The second is B-Tla, 10¢ fare on Wacker Bus Lines. It is rub- 
ber stamped on the back “EUGENE WACKER/WACKER, 
ALASKA.” 


Ron is not sure if this is new, or if he just missed it in the three 
editions of his book. 


ROYAL VISIT TO ICELAND AND FAROE ISLANDS, 1907. 


Frederick VIII ascended to the throne of Denmark in 1906 fol- 
lowing the death of his father, Christian IX, In 1907, he visited 
two out lying areas of his realm, Iceland and the Faroe Islands 
(two others being Greenland and Danish Virgin Islands). This 
32mm silver medal was issued to commemorate the visit. 


This medal may be struck to the standard of the circulating 2 
Kroner coin. Medallic versions of many Danish commemora- 
tive coins were made without the denomination. A circulating, 
denominated version of this medal was not issued. This medal 
is very rare.

Three 
Olde Ladies Gift Shop is out of business and the 
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shop is empty. AM Vets Post 49 has not used woods 
for many years. Snow Goose Restaurant has not 
used woods for at least 7 years. WFW Post 9972 is 
not using woods. I was too early at Ralf’s Sports 
Bar and Moose’s Tooth. 


The Taproot Bar still has some woods but is phasing 
them out.

Kaye Dethridge offered this token on eBay, realizing a price of $400. All of the 
information above is correct, except we believe it should be Little Eldorado as there 
is a creek by that name that was heavily mined. 


So, what do we really know. The bottle digger was Lena Gerson (now deceased). 
She would occasionally find tokens while searching for bottles. I have no doubt what 
so ever that these tokens were dug up in the vicinity of Chatanika (Little Eldorado 
Creek). Mrs. Gerson was a person of high integrity and I did not know her to “embel- 
lish” a story. 


We ran these tokens in the May 1998 issue on page 34, along with a couple of other 
mavericks. In the June 1998 issue, Steve Alpert identified them as trade stimulators, 
used as a bonus in slot-type machines. “In the first two decades of the 20th century, 
many trade stimulators resembled slot machines of the time, but most were small 
and sat on a counter. They paid out in dime size tokens stating “In Trade” and bearing 
a value and machine’s number.” 


These exist in 25 and 50 cents and $1 denomi- 
nations. All those found carry the number 
“1500” on the reverse. This number would 
be a control feature. Any similar tokens with 
a different number would not be accepted. All 
50¢ tokens seen have been holed. Also in this 
assortment was a 50¢ Drinks token with an 
“A” counterstamped on the reverse. The only 
$1.00 I have seen is damaged. 


Mr. Alpert provided a rubbing of a $1.00 token (not damaged, with hole) and a $1.” 
Drinks token that matches the 50¢ Drink token (see page 84). 


As far as I am aware, the quantity found was not large, but enough to indicate that 
they were probably used in some sort of trade. To attribute these to a mine at Little 
Alvarado (Eldorado) Creek, which I would like to emphasize Mr. Dethridge did 
not do, is wishful thinking. All he did was report on the location of their discovery. 
If you look at “Alaska and Yukon Tokens” by Ron Benice, there is not another mine 
in the interior that issued tokens. Most were small operations without a company

store, and so, no need for tokens. 


While used as a trade stimulator “outside,” I find 
it hard to believe that would have been their use 
in the early 1900s in remote Alaska. They were 
dug up in the vicinity of Chatanika, and were 
probably used by an unknown merchant. Who 
that merchant would have been is beyond specu- 
lation. 


So, if after my rant, you still want these tokens, I 
can provide pairs of 25¢ and 50¢ tokens for $400, 
and a single for 50¢ for $200 . I make no claims 
as to their use, only that they were found in the 
vicinity of Chatanika. 


This is the 50¢ Drinks token mentioned earlier. 


Another token that I obtained from Mrs. Gerson 
was this piece, which she said was dug up in 
Yukon. Just letters and an odd denomination. I 
keep it in the hopes that it might some day be 
attributable.

H. RAPPOLT’S BUTTER NUT BAKERY 


A newly discovered token is always exciting. Unfortunately, new finds are becoming rarer and rarer. Every 
once in a while a new token turns up, and all you can say is “Wow.” The Rappolt’s Butter Nut Bakery token 
is just such a token. 


When I first saw it on eBay, my jaw dropped. It is so 
unlike any other known Alaska token that my paranoid 
streak reared its ugly head. I had a couple emails asking 
if I thought it was legitimate. Without any evidence to 
the contrary, I replied that I thought it probably was. 


Rappolt’s Butter Nut Bakery issued another token

free of charge. If any group of people can answer 
a numismatic question, this is the right place. 
Within 24 hours, I had an answer.

Wayne Homren, editor of E-Sylum, forwarded three responses, and I got a direct email from another. Gar 
Travis sent a link to the Fairbanks Daily Times, March 29, 1912 with an ad. Jerry Adams thought he had 
seen the Liberty Head design on a Montana token (he did - the Helena Hotel Co., Helena Bar). 


John Mutch sent photos from Richard Greever’s www.tokencatalog.com showing four tokens bearing a 
similar Liberty Head design. Two were also advertising tokens for the token maker - E.R. Williamson & Co. 
Minneapolis, Minnesota. 


The token shown here (from www.tokencatalog.com, used with per- 
mission of Richard Greever and Luke Johnson) was issued by Martin 
Oppegard, Aitkin, Minn., good for 10¢ in trade. The obverse bearing 
the Liberty Head design carries the legend “E.R. Williamson & Co., 
Makers Minneapolis.” 


Other tokens with a Liberty Head design were issued in LaCrosse, 
Wisconsin and Banning and Minneapolis, Minnesota. With most Alaska tokens being made on the west 
coast, Seattle in particular, it is interesting that Rappolt would order his out of Minneapolis. 


It is 30mm in diameter, and made of aluminum. This token is unique among Alaska tokens. Few are “‘picto- 
rial.” None show a Liberty Head. In keeping with this uniqueness, its price realized of $2183.55 on eBay is 
in keeping with its rarity and appeal. 


Electronic subscribers received much of this information on Oct. 8, before the sale closed on eBay. 
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THE STORY OF THE IDITAROD MULES!! 


No, this is not a legend about someone running the Iditarod with a mule team. But if you would like to hear 
that story... 


In 1993, we ordered 1990, 1991 and 1992 Iditarod medals. Marwest Sales was the firm handling the medals 
for the Iditarod at that time. These three years were limited to 2,000 medals for each year. They had not 
reached their maximum mintages at that time, so we ordered all the remaining 1990 (152), and 25 each of 
the 1991 and 1992. The 1991 and 1992 have an “L” on the obverse, which I believe is a mint mark for the 
Letcher Mint in California. 


We received our shipment of medals, and immediately noticed a difference with the ones already on hand. 
The reverse die was different. The rendition of the husky’s head was changed, as was the “LTD. ED.” 
statement. 


Upon our inquiry, we are received a letter from Marwest stating the following: 


“This letter is to verify that an error in mintage was made on some of the Iditarod Limited Edition Coins 
that you received. 


“The years 1990, 1991 and 1992 should read a total Limited Edition of 2,000. Instead, you received 
several with a quantity of 5,000 as is the true L.E. amount for the 1993 coin. The quantities that contain 
the error involved are as follows: 


152 ea - 1990 
25 ea - 1991 
25 ea - 1992” 


What brought this all to mind is that we picked up a 1991 with the “LTD. ED. 2000” statement. You can see 
the difference mainly in the Iditarod logo (“I and husky head), as the “LTD. ED. 2000” is rather faint.

Fairbanks - Part 4 
We arrived in Fairbanks in the evening with a 2 day 
stay projected. We stayed with friends Jan and Dick 


Hanscom. 


On the first day we stayed around town. 


The Carlson Center wood I wanted had not been 
seen in years. The Runway Inn is long gone with a 
newer official airport building at its address. The 
Boatel Bar is using five plastic tokens. The Chena 
View Hotel is now the Bridgewater Hotel. No woods 
were found during a remodel a few years ago. 


We visited Pike’s Lodge and acquired a new to me 
wood for use at Pike’s 9 hole mini-golf course. 


At a second hand store I acquired a new to me wood 
from Antler and Ivory Co. of Wasilla. 


At another second hand store I acquired a another 
new tome wood from Christian Book & Supply (at 
bottom of left column). 


On the second day we drove northwest out of 
Fairbanks up the Steese Highway, stopping at a num- 
ber of places. 


The Chatanika Gold Camp and the Chatanika 
Lodge use plastic tokens. 


No woods were issued at a General Store at Lost 
Creek, however the owner gave me a new to me wood 
that he had kicking around and not needing from 
Arctic Circle Hot Springs. Once a gathering place 
for miners in the winter, and tourist attraction in the 
summer, it is now entirely shut down. 


There were no woods in Central, but I did find out 
that the Yukon Trading Post at Circle (up the road 
beyond Central has been sold to a nearby Native 
Corporation. So, no more woods from there. 


On the way back to Fairbanks, I checked out three 
bars in the Fox area. The Howling Dog and Silver 
Gulch Brewery are using the same woods as re- 
ported before.
